Services: 


The division offers financial and farm business management information and assistance to 
farmers, producer organizations and agricultural supply industries. It encourages farmers 
particularly to identify needs and opportunities for growth, adopt new technologies and make 
sound business decisions. 


This division supports a variety of rural organizations, such as 4-H Clubs, to enhance rural life and 
increase awareness of agriculture among urban people. 


e Agricultural Representatives Branch co-ordinates the delivery of ministry programs in 
54 county and district offices. Field staff provide educational programs with emphasis on farm 
business management and advisory and analysis services to help farmers better manage their 
operations. (Field offices contact list, pgs.17-18). 


Provides field delivery of assistance and incentive programs, such as Red Meat II and the Farm 
Income Assistance Program. 


e Animat Industry Branch provides advice to farmers and veterinarians on nutrition, animal 
management, health and diseases of cattle, sheep, swine, meat goats, horses and poultry. 
Field staff also promote high quality livestock production through genetic improvement 
programs. Red Meat II provide additional resources and financial incentives for improved 
livestock production. Financial support is also available to veterinarians located in specific areas 
of the province. 


Administers the Animals for Research Act, Artificial Insemination Act, Live Stock Branding Act, 
Live Stock Medicines Act, Riding Horse Establishments Act and others involving the inspection 
of animal facilities and premises; conducts workshops and consultations for producers and the 
industry in the proper care and feeding of livestock. 


Plant Industry Branch provides information at county and district offices on commercial 
production of field and horticultural crops, on the safety and more effective use of pesticides 
and the Integrated Pest Management Program. 


Administers the Weed Control Act through municipally-appointed inspectors, produces 

soil maps for land use decisions and searches for alternative methods of fuel production 
and conservation. An agroclimatology group also provides input into farm weather forecasts 
and co-ordinates climate data from agricultural production areas. 


Land Use Planning Branch ensures that appropriate government policies are 

developed and implemented to maintain prime agricultural land areas and to protect such areas 
from competing or incompatible land uses. The branch reviews all land use planning and 
development proposals for conformity with the province's agricultural land use planning 
policies. 


Assists in handling complaints about odor, noise or dust arising from farms, under the Farm 
Practices Protection Act. The Ministry of the Environment conducts initial investigations of * 
complaints. 


Administers the Non-Resident Agricultural Land Interests Registration Act, which requires non- 
residents of Canada to register agricultural land interests of more than 25 acres. 


Farm Assistance Programs Branch researches, develops and administers 

programs to assist farmers with financial assistance and incentives, in the form of loan 
guarantees, property tax rebates and incentive and compensation programs. Recent examples 
include the Farm Income Assistance Program and the 1990 Farm Tax Rebate Program. 


Rural Organizations & Services Branch provides educational programs and resources 
to help develop the leadership skills of rural people and organizations. 


Conducts educational programs, and individual and group consultations for adults and youth in 
areas of organizational development, foods and nutrition, agricultural awareness and 4-H and is 
responsible for the Agriculture in the Classroom resource kits for elementary and secondary 
school programs. 


Resources Management Branch provides administration of drainage, of water and soil 
management programs, and oversees soil conservation and water quality initiatives, such as the 
Land Stewardship II program. It also takes responsibility for the maintenance of an inventory 

of program information. 


Represents OMAF at the Institute of Pedology through the soil survey unit which surveys, 
interprets and writes reports on soil and land management data. This branch is also responsible 
for the Engineering Resources Unit, headquartered at Centralia College, which focuses on 
engineering matters related to the environment, animal and crop care, worker health and safety 
and agricultural production.

Domestic Marketing develops and expands local markets for Ontario-produced fresh or 
processed agricultural and food products through Foodland Ontario, a long-time 
advertising program, applying public relations and promotion of fresh and processed fruit 
and vegetables.

Ontario's food processing and manufacturing industry, particularly in sectors where import 
replacement and export opportunities are strongest. 


Provides advisory and co-ordinating services on important trends to the industry and advises 
individual firms in marketing, business policy and financial matters.

Services: 


This division ensures the wholesomeness of food products through regular OMAF inspections of 
farms and food processing plants and through laboratory analysis for bacteria, antibiotics and 
other substances. In addition, up-to-date laboratory testing programs and animal diagnostic 
services for veterinarians and the industry are the division's responsibility. It also maintains quality 
assurance through enforcement of grade standards, which are used as a basis of payment to 
producers for certain commodities. The protection of the financial interests of producers through 
standards and through financial protection programs is also a key role. 


e Agriculture and Food Laboratory Services Branch comprises the following 
laboratories: The Provincial Pesticide Residue Testing Laboratory provides chemical analysis 
and interpretation to Ontario government ministries on pesticide residues, industrial 
pollutants, and heavy metals in food, plants, animals and the environment; the Pest Diagnostic 
and Advisory Clinic provides a service to growers in the identification of insects, weeds 
and plant diseases.

Administers an accreditation program on soil, plant tissue and feed analysis in the private sector. 
The branch also administers the reference Nutrient Analysis Laboratory at Ridgetown College 
and is responsible for the Enhanced Food Quality & Safety Project (see over).

Enhanced Food Quality & Safety Project is being developed to support the new 
laboratory complex being built in Guelph. The enhanced program will include legislative, 
research , communications and marketing initiatives and will be fully operational when the 
laboratory begins functioning in 1991. The laboratory will provide chemical and bacteriological 
analysis in support of OMAF's agriculture and food programs. 


Livestock Inspection Branch administers the Ontario Beef Cattle Financial 
Protection Program safeguarding producers from payment default in sales transactions 
with licensed livestock dealers. It protects producer interests by administering the Beef 
Cattle Marketing Act and other regulations. ; 


Provides inspection service of red meat and poultry and their carcasses at more than 260 
licensed plants. The branch also addresses environmental concerns and administers The 
Dead Animal Disposal Program to prevent unwholesome meat from entering the food chain. 


Protects livestock health through veterinary inspection of all animals sold at licensed 
community sales yards which must comply with structural and sanitary requirements. 


Provides investigative services, through an Investigative Unit, by enforcement of 
licensing provisions, investigation of claims filed under the various financial protection 
programs and of consumer fraud under quality guidelines and standards established for 
agricultural products. The unit also furnishes investigative services to other branches in 
connection with attempts to defraud the ministry. 


Dairy Inspection Branch operates the Central Milk Testing Laboratory which tests fresh 
milk samples from every farm in the province for composition and quality. 


Administers the Milk and Cream Quality Program aimed at improving raw milk and cream 
quality for processing through farm inspections and lab analysis of raw milk sold to 
processing plants. 


Inspects dairy plants annually and issues licences and certificates for processing plants, 
distributors and dairy workers throughout the province. Permits are also issued to build new or 
to alter old plants. Conducts milk utilization audits to verify raw milk prices and utilization by 
processors, and to investigate volume shrinkages. 
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Plant Products Inspection Branch conducts more than 37,000 inspections of fruit, 
vegetables, honey and maple products each year. There are also more than a dozen grading 
and testing programs designed to establish a basis for producer payments in the processing 
fruit, vegetable and tobacco sector. 


Registers apiaries and inspects honey bee colonies to control diseases and provides 
production and marketing advice to beekeepers. It also regulates and inspects nurseries and 
other agricultural producers to control plant diseases. 


Administers the Grain Financial Protection Program through licensing of grain dealers and 
elevator operators. It provides compensation to grain corn, canola and soybean producers if a 
licensed dealer defaults on payment or if there is a shortfall in grain corn, canola or soybeans by 
a licensed elevator operator. This program also includes administation of the Grain Elevator 
Storage Act. 


Evaluates financial responsibility, through the Financial Protection Unit, for the Beef 
Cattle, Vegetable, Potato and Grain Financial Protection Programs and works on behalf of 
financial protection boards to administer funds and pay claims to producers of several 
commodities. 


Veterinary Laboratory Services Branch operates six labs to assist the livestock 
industry and veterinarians through diagnostic, investigative, consultative and extension 
services. Animal and poultry carcasses and specimens are submitted by veterinarians to 
test for causes of various diseases. 


Administers the Ontario Hatchery Supply Flock Policy to control poultry disease and the 
Fur Farms Act to license fur farmers.

From offices in 
Chatham and Vineland Stations (see county offices, pgs.17-18), field staff carry on economic 
research projects and provide consulting services to farm organizations, individual farmers and 
processing industries. 


Policy and Program Co-ordination Branch expedites the legislative process of the 
ministry. It provides focus for policy and program development, giving guidance and policy 
co-ordination to the ministry, government and industry. 


Research, analysis and service delivery in federal-provincial relations, strategic planning 
and program evaluation are its key responsibilites.

This division provides protection to farmers against weather disasters to their crops and income 
protection during times of low prices. 


e Crop Insurance Commission of Ontario makes available to farmers insurance plans to 
protect 52 commercially grown crops against natural hazards. The commission administers 
the Crop Insurance Act. 


e Farm Income Stabilization Commission provides financial assistance during times of low © 
prices for the following crops: barley, corn, soybeans, winter wheat, oats, canola, seed corn, 
popcorn and potatoes. The commission guarantees participating producers a price equal to 95 
per cent of the previous five-year average market price, adjusted for changes in cash costs. The 
commission also administers the Farm Income Stabilization Act.
